Curl's  dealh  ha.s  made  us  real- 
ize thai  we  should  treat  every  day  as  if  it  is 
our  last  day  on  earth  As  1  look  baek  on 
Curt's  time  at  BSC,  I  realize  that  he  acted 
as  if  every  day  was  a  special  day  to  him  and 
thus  he  was  driven  to  live  each  day  to  its 
fullest.  To  understand  why  college  was  so 
special  to  him,  you  need  to  understand  his 
past. 

Curt 
was  born  in  At- 
lanta. Ga.  He  cel- 
ebrated his  second 
birthday  in  Tampa 
and  his  third  birth- 
day in  Pittsburgh. 
Pittsburgh  became 
the  soil  that  helped 
Curt  build  a  strong 
root  system  for  his 
tree  of  life.  He 
started  playing 
sports  at  five  and 
very  quickly  ex- 
celled in  baseball 
and  soccer.  He  was 

very  popular  and  had  a  strong  group  of 
friends.  When  Curt  was  nine,  we  told  him 
we  were  moving  to  South  Carolina,  and  he 
was  thrilled. 

South  Carolina,  however,  be- 
came a  nightmare  for  him.  He  was  con- 
stantly picked  on  because  he  was  a  "Yan- 
kee". He  was  excluded  from  the  "in  group". 
He  couldn't  make  a  friend  and  at  a  very 
young  age  he  became 
aware  of  how  cruel 
people  can  be.  He  be- 
gan to  play  tennis  and 
quickly  realized  that 
this  sport  gave  him 
the  opportunity  to 
strike  back  at  the  boys 
who  would  not  be  his 
friend.  He  finally 
made  a  friend  in  his 
second  year  and  be- 
cause of  his  athletic 
abilities  slowly  began 
to  feel  accepted  again. 
In  our  fifth  year  we 
asked  him  if  he  would 
be  willing  to  move 
again,  this  time  to  Nashville.  Much  to  our 
surprise  he  said  yes.  As  we  pulled  away 
from  the  neighborhood.  Curt  cried.  He  had 
a  good  friend  and  was  finally  feeling  se- 
cure.

Again,  for  one  year  no  one 
called  or  came  over  to  the  house;  however, 
he  kept  himself  very  busy  by  being  on  the 
crosscountry ,  basketball,  and  tennis  teams. 
He  made  a  good  friend  at  the  end  of  his 
sophomore  year,  but  his  tennis  tournament 
schedule  kept  him  very  busy  and  his  ac- 
complishments strained  other  relation- 
ships. Slowly  but  surely,  though,  by  the 


end  ol  his  junior  year  he  was  once  again 
feeling  happy  and  secure.  .At  the  beginning 
of  his  senior  year,  he  was  finally  per- 
suaded to  join  the  senior  high  chuch  choir 
and  spent  a  week  on  tour.  On  the  last  day 
Curl  was  overwhelmed  with  emollon  and 
a  number  of  the  choir  members,  including 
his  sislcr.  came  over  to  him,  hugged  him. 


and  ihey  all  had  a  good  cry.  Curt  told  me 
later  thai  he  was  a  bit  embarrassed.  1  told 
him  that  I  cry  too  when  I  feel  God's  pres- 
ence. 

Then  God  directed  Curt  to  BSC. 
After  spending  a  week  on  campus  and 
being  offered  a  scholarship.  Curt  knew 
that  college  life  was  going  to  be  special. 
His  first  day  on  campus  he  got  a  touch  of 


food  poisoning  and  was  too  sick  to  partici- 
pate in  some  of  the  icebreaking  activities. 
He  called  a  few  days  later  and  proudly 
exclaimed  that  two  girls  kept  coming  to  his 
room  to  see  if  he  w  as  all  right.  Within  a  few 
weeks,  he  pledged  Sigma  Chi  and  for  the 
first  time  in  his  life  he  began  to  know  what 
it  was  like  to  have  a  brother.  In  the  fall  we 
attended  Parent's  Weekend  and  I  got  to 
campus  early.  As  he  and  I  walked  around 
the  campus,  several  students  yelled  out, 
"Hi  Curt".  When  he  got  to  his  dorm,  two 
coeds  came  to  his  room  to  say  hello.  Curt 
had  a  grin  on  his  face  that  was  more  special 
than  the  grin  he  would  have  after  winnine 


a  tennis  tounament. 

Very  quickly  Curt  knew  that  he 
could  handle  the  academics  but  he  wasn't 
sure  about  the  tennis  requirements.  He 
called  me  one  night  to  tell  me  that  he  was 
sure  that  he  was  going  to  be  cut  but  told  me 
not  to  worry  because  he  was  going  to  get  a 
job  so  that  he  could  continue  to  attend 
BSC.  It  was 
at  that  point 
that  I  real- 
ized    how 
much  BSC 
meant      to 
him.  By  the 
end  of  his 
freshman 
year,  he  was 
named 
Playerofthe 
Year     and 
Pledge    of 
the  Year.  In 
addition  he 
made  excel- 
lent grades. 
Curt's  sophomore  year  started 
right  where  his  freshman  year  ended.  At 
Parent' s  Weekend  he  was  voted  Captain  of 
the  tennis  team  by  his  teammates.  Just 
before  the  family  returned  to  Nashville, 
Curt  told  me  about  this  girl  that  he  liked 
very  much.  And  he  said  to  me, "'  Dad,  life 
can't  get  any  better  than  this.  When  will 
something  go  wrong'?"  I  told  him  that  it 
was  only  go- 
ing to  get  bet- 
ter. 

Know- 
ing how 
happy  he 
was,  know- 
ing how 
much  love  he 
felt  from  his 
friends,  and 
knowing  that 
Curt  learned 
to  love  oth- 
ers has 
helped  the 
family  to  ac- 
cept his 
death.  Curt  died  with  a  heart  full  of  love 
and  a  mind  full  of  happy  memories. 

When  you  return  to  campus  next 
year,  go  down  to  the  spot  where  the  college 
planted  three  trees,  and  say  a  prayer  of 
thanksgiving  for  being  alive.  Make  a  prom- 
ise to  yourself  that  you  will  live  your  life  to 
its  fullest,  that  you  will  give  your  studies 
your  best  effort,  and  that  you  will  become 
a  friend  to  someone  who  is  new  on  cam- 
pus. The  family  will  always  stay  close  to 
Birmingham-Southern  because  it  is  the 
place  where  Curt  found  himself.
